CURIOUS ESKIMO LIVING. 


T h , P.H ot R oam , In H orn,, E n lir,!/ 
Devoid of Furnituro. 
‘’Furniture 1» quite unknown in n 
common Eskimo home,” writes the 
wife of the Danish governor of Groon- 
lnnd, Anna nistrtip . in un article on 
••Eskimo Women In Ureeland” In the 
Century , 
“The houses of the Eskimos are all 
built of htono nud turf, with Hie wia- 
dMvh op ening toward the sun. the one 
entrance always being mi the side that 
is least exp osed to the wind. Along 
the buck wall runs a p latform, a p allet 
of boards, raised eighteen Incites above 
the floor. 
It is from six to eight feet 
deep , and through its whole length it 
Is divided into rooms or sp ace« «»f 
eight or ten feet. Each room is sep n- 
flewenh» weHfhberhr* 
•ffeti44*P» u« « f Isjp ist-•s *skis. *Ao « »ik' ii 
p assage runs the whole length of tin* 
house along the p allet rooms and 
serves for the traffic of all the^nmntes, 
but each p allet room claims for Hs 
own the hit of p assageway adjoining. 
“Eadi p allet room Is occup ied by one 
family, and there they stay night and 
day. The best p allet room la the in­ 
nermost and is always occup ied by the 
owner of the house or the oldest if the 
house has more than one owner.”
